Although high temperatures still 
| Prevailed iouth of the belt of cool 
air, the Weather Bureau said mod- 
lerate temperetures were in prospect 
ifor all sections of the country by 
Sunday. 

A’ total of 419 deaths were at- 
tributed directly and indirectly to 
the heat vave. They included 190 
heat fatalities and 229 drownings. 
Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Ohio, Wisconrin and Penn- 
sylvania suffered the heaviest 
losses. 


Thunder showers helped bring re- 
lief to sections of the Middlewest 
last night but the rains were too 
light to be of much help to corn 
and other crops suffering from lack 
of moisture 

High winds uprooted trees and 
smashed windows in Chicago. Coast 
Guardsmen rescued several craft 
caught in a squall on Lake Michi- 
gan. 

The mercury reached 116 degrees 
yesterday in Philipsburg, Kan., the 
highest official reading of the day. 
Ellis, Kan., sweltered at 112 ana 
Goodland and Junction City, Kan., 
recorded 111.

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'4 Children Instead of ‘Ideal Two’ 
Urged for Normal Family in U. S. 


CAMBRIDGE,, Mass., 
(AP).—If America wishes to con- 


vard sociologist said today, the 
normal family must include four 
children instead of the “ideal” two. 

“At the present rate of births 
our population is destined for a 


decrease in numbers,” Prof. Carle 
C. Zimmerman asserted in an ad- 
dress before the New England Con- 
ference on tomorrow’s children. 

Of any normal 2000 babies born 
tomorrow Zimmerman said, 940 
will be females, of which 700 will 
grow up to marry and somewhat 
more than 600 will bear children. 
Thus, in order to sustain a popula- 
tion, each must bear between three 
and four children on the average. 

“This,” he added, “immediately 
rules out the two-child family 
idea.” 

Figures based on the 1930 census, 
Zimmerman continued, show that 
only 3,000,000 of the country’s 30,- 
000,000 families have more than 


“No matter what we think we 


that we have adopted an imperial- 
istic world power mood and are 
not willing to give it up. An im- 
perial policy presupposes a popu- 


lation to support this doctrine. We 
‘must either keep up our popula- 
‘lation and keep it in shape to 
support the policy, or give up the 
imperialism. I see no signs of any 
attempt to give up the imperial- 
ism.”

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JAPANESE INQUIRY ORDERED 
INTO U.S. CURB ON OIL, SCRAP 


‘Ambassador to Investigate Licensing Order 
—Spokesman Warns of ‘Very Great’ 
Reaction to Any Embargo. 


TOKYO, July 26 (AP).—The Jap- 
anese Foreign Office instructed its 
Ambassador to Washington today 
to investigate the United States 
curb on oil and scrap iron exports 
after a spokesman had described 
Japanese reaction as likely to be 
“very great.” 

Domei, Japanese news agency, 
gaid that while the presidential or- 
der requiring licenses for such ex- 
ports “may be aimed at Germany 
and Italy,” it was evident it also 
was “intended to curb Japan.” 

The Embassy, besides making a 
report on the licensing order, was 
expected to urge that careful con- 
sideration be given the question by 
the United States in order to pre- 
vent a worsening of trade rela- 
tions. 

Spokesman’s Warning. 

Yakichiro Suma, Foreign Office 
spokesman, said “our reaction will 
be very great” if the presidential 
order is tantamount to an embargo 
against Japan. 

(President Roosevelt signed an 
erder yesterday, requiring licenses 
hereafter for export of oil and 
scrap metals. Japan is the largest 
foreign buyer of the latter. The 
order does not shut off such pur- 
chases, but enables the American 
Government to watch they closely 
and shut them off whenever it is 
deemed desirable.) 

The newspaper Hochi in an edi- 
torial on the Havana conference 
today predicted failure of what it 
called attempts of the United 
States to organize a “super bloc” 
of American nations. 

“South Americans already have 
made it clear that the conference 
will not follow the lead of the 
United States,” the newspaper said, 
adding that South America racially 
is affiliated with Italy because of 
the common southern European 
blood of their peoples. 

South America’s friendship with 
Spain and Italy, said Hochi, “is 
breeding an anti-American §atti- 
tude.” lLatin-America furthermore

SHANGHAI, July 26 (AP).—Co- 
incident with United States action 
licensing all oi] and scrap iron ex- 
ports it was reported today that 
Japanese restrictions have halted 
all activities of American traders 
in North China. 

Since trade restrictions at Tient- 
sin went into effect June 26, the

‘occurred when Japan took over 
‘Manchoukuo. These sources said 
ithe new restrictions were being en-

As a result, American exporters 
are unable to obtain foreign ex- 
change to cover their shipments to 
the United States. 

Japanese mliitary authorities de- 
clared the foreign areas of Shang- 
hai “in bounds” to Japanese sol- 
diers on leave, arousing foreign 
fears of a multiplication of the 
incidents which have disturbed 
Japanese-American relations in re- 
‘cent weeks.

“The fate of Britain as well as 
of France depends on the battle 
now in progress on the Somme and 
Oise.” 

The radio said the draft of the 
talk concerning the battle which 
the French lost “obviously was pre- 
pared by Reynaud.” 

It quoted the alleged Reynaud 
conversation further: 

“It is absolutely necessary to 
employ forces of both countries 
(Britain and France to their full- 
est If the game now progressing 
is lost, efforts of the United King- 
dom to rearm have no more sense. 

“I do not understand why, under 
these circumstances, you retain the 
majority of your air force in 
Britain for protection of your in- 
dustrial establishments.

“I request you most emphatically 
tc send 500 fighter planes im- 
mediately to France for which air- 
dromes are prepared. 

“Furthermore, I ask you to send 
all your bombing planes into battle

He 
didn’t like the way things were run 
around L. S. U. when Huey Long 
had a seat on the football bench 
and running rights up and down 
the sidelines. The Governor allows 
that inasmuch as he promised State 
reforms, those reforms should ex- 
tend right down to the last pair of 
football pants. 


“The State University exists for 
something other than putting out 
winning football teams,” he told 
the new Board of Supervisors. 
Football won’t be curtailed, but it 
will bé de-emphasized, he added. 


It may be mentioned right here 
that university officials have not 
seen eye to eye with the Governor 
in this matter. A dispatch from 
Baton Rouge today, announces a 
$75,000 increase in football receipts 
over last year and says the school 
authorities have decided on no im- 
mediate curtailment of the foot- 
ball program. What the Governor 
can do about it is undisclosed.

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ALIEN REGISTRATION Paris Life Almost Normal Again; 
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Loan Shops

PARIS (Via Berlin), July 22 
(Delayed) (AP).—Paris has re- 
sumed a majority of its daily oc-, 


cupations and its night life only) 
six weeks after the first Nazi forces 
of occupation arrived. 

In virtually all activities it again 
is becoming the “City of Light,” 
although air raid precautions still 
are in force. With curfew moved 
up from 10 to 11 p..m., restaurants, 
night clubs and bars are doing 
their usual business, with German 
soldiers taking the place of tour- 
ists. | 

Here are a few developments 
which have returned the city to a 
way of life that is almost normal: 

1. Food supplies have improved 
steadily with the co-operation of 
German military and French civil 
authorities. Meat, milk, bread. 
fresh vegetables, fruit, butter and 
eggs are pleniful—but consumption | 
is restricted on some items. Cof- 
fee is scarce because British war- 
ships, the merchants say, captured 
several French ships carrying 18,- 
000 tons from Brazil. 

2. Prices are regulated by decree. 
Closing orders, fine and loss of li- 
censes are meted out for profiteers. 

Communication Lmproves. 

3. Communications, except for 
wireless and cables, are improving. 
Mail from the United States, sent 
to Lisbon by Clipper, arrives in 
about 10 days. More trains are be- 
ing put into service daily. Mail 
service has been re-established be- 
tween the German-occupied and 
unoccupied parts of France. 

4. Banks have reopened. Fac- 
tories are paying their workers 
wages which were due before the 
Nazi occupation. Postal savings 
accounts are being paid.

Attend Celebration at Salem, 
Ill., and Hear Ickes’ 
Plan Assailed. 


Thirty-four St. Louis business 
men were guests of Salem, IIL, 
capital of the State's new oil fields, 
as a feature of “Oil Men's day” 
yesterday at the fifty-seventh an- 
nua] Marion County Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ reunion. After watching 
a parade of heavy drilling and 
pumping equipment, the party ad- 
journed to the fairgrounds, to lis- 
ten to talks on the industry, then 
wound up with a tour of the fields. 

At the fairgrounds, packed with 
townspeople, oi] field workers and 
oil-rich farmers, the visitors heard 
Kieth Clevinger, representing the 
Independent Oil Producers’ Associa- 
tion of Illinois, denounce Secretary 
of Interior Harold Ickes’ proposals 
for Federal regulation of produc- 
tion. 

Terming the industry the “mod- 
ern goose that laid the golden egg,” 
Clevinger, urged oil men “not to 
stand by and see the industry 
strangled first by the hand of ex- 
cessive taxation and next by the 
hand of bureaucratic control and 
dictatorship.” 

Visiting exhibits near the speak- 
er's stand, the St. Louisans were 
told by geologists demonstrating the 
use of seismographs in locating oil, 
that because of lack of Federal or 
State proration plans, production 
in surrounding fields was rapidly 
declining. The Centralia field. they 
were told, had dropped from 125.000 
barrels a day to 75,000 in three 
weeks, 

Representatives of the Shell Oil 
Co., sponsor of the tour. told the 
group that current production from 
the 2500 wells in the Salem and 
Centralia fields totaled 350.000 bar 
rels a day, selling at $1.05 a barrel. 
Flush or initial production. ranges 
up to 12,000 barrels a day, but aft- 
er a month or so the flow drops to 
200, 100, 50 or even 10 barrels a day, 
it was pointed out.

CHICAGO, July 26 (AP).—Corn prices 
advanced as much as 1% cents and wheat 
% cent at one stage toagay but these gains 
were reduced before the close. 

December corn, representing the new 
crop, led the upturn. Buying was inspired 
largely by disappointment of traders as 
to the amount of moisture received in 
many corn growing areas but the fore- 
cast indicated unsetled weather would 
continue ja parts of the belt. 

Corn closed unchanged to % higher 
compared with yesterday, September 61% 
@%sc, December 58% @%c:; wheat un- 
changed to % lower, September 74% @ ee; 
December 75% @%c; oats & higher.

Cables reported an agreement has been 
reached with Great Britain permitting im- 
portation of wheat in Spain solely for do- 
mestic use. Exporters confirmed sale of 
250,000 bushels of Canadian wheat to 
Portugal, bringing Canadian export busi- 
ness the past few days to around 1,000,- 
000 bushels, mostly to Great Britain. Are 
gentine reports indicated the United King- 
dom has been a steady buyer but that 
Clearances to Spain have dropped off. 

Traders said the market apparently had 
discounted the moisture and cooler weather 
by yesterday’s lc decline in the wheat 
and corn pits. Furthermore, they pointed 
out that many areas received little or 
no rain and that a continuation of showery 
weather ané@ moderate temperatures was 
needed to prevent further deterioration in 
some areas. Wheat has ripened so ra idly 
during the hot wave that it is doubtful 
that any large percentage of the acreage 
can be helped much by further raing but 
improved weather ig expected to aid con- 
ditions in Canada, 

The Government report on wheat stocks 
in country milis and elevators and ware- 
houses indicated that old loan wheat has 
been thoroughly liquidated, traders said. 
On July 1 old wheat stocks in these po- 
sitions totaled 33,730,000 bushels, about 
3,000,000 bushels less than a year ago. 
Some deaiers said this indicated carryover 
may not be much larger than the 254,000,- 
QUO bushels of last year. 

Rye and oats also advanced slightly 
despite evidence of increased hedging sales, 
Improved weather could be expected to in- 
crease the oats movement if other feed 
grains and pastures are bettered, traders 
said. Comparatively low rye prices, how- 
ever, are expected to check the movement 
of that grain. 

Lard prices were steady to firm.

CLASSES ON TREESHADED LAWN 


Back to Nature Movement in Drama Being Conducted at Webster Colle

BACK-TO-NATURE movement 
Au the field of drama is being 

conducted practically in our 
own suburban backyard, at Web- 
ster College where the six-week’s 
Open Air Summer School of the 
Theater, Radio and Dancing is un- 
der way. Despite that somewhat 
weighty title, the open air school 
is an extremely in‘ormal place, 
we observed on a visit, and the 
most painless sort of classwork 
we've seen in a long time. Custo- 
mary attire for the girl students 
consists of shorts, play suit or 
cotton dress, socks and saddle oxr 
fords or socks and ballet slippers. 
Classes are held on fhe tree- 
shaded lawn of Nerinx Hall, and 
instructor supervision is expert but 
mild, the girls doing most of the 
criticising themselves. 

“We try not to use the word 
‘work’ here,” Harry Richard Mc- 
Clain of Webster’s speech depart- 
ment, explained. McClain and his 
sister, Mrs. Anna McClain Sankey,

form the dramatic faculty. “We 
call it play and consequently the 
girls work harder than they ever 
do in winter. We tell them they’re 
just sponges, here to sponge up 
any knowledge they can get, and 
that results are three-in-one. First 
they have a good time, second they 
learn dramatic technique, and 
third, they learn public speaking. 
Of course if we asked them to 
come here on .their vacations to 
learn public speaking, we wouldn't 
get anybody. 

“How do they learn public speak- 
ing without knowing it? Well, 
every Thursday night we have a 
picnic at the outdoor fireplace back 
there. The girls entertain each 
other with stunts which in reality 
are exercises in improvisation and 
pantomime. Thus, they’re com- 
pletely lost self-consciousness and 
learned how to talk before people, 
too. 

“Our classes are held in the after- 
noon. We started out to work—to 
play, I mean—from 2 to 5 o'clock 
four afternoons a week, but then 
we all got so interested we started 
coming out an hour earlier, and 
an extra day a week, The girls, 
incidentally, are not from Web- 
ster’s winter classes. They’re from 
high schools, academies and other 
colleges. Our classes are sometimes 
inside, but usually under a shady 
tree. The girls have a soda-vend- 
ing machine installed and they 
might take time out for that or to 
climb a tree or ride the horse that’s 
around here.” 

The first group we watched was 
doing nothing so frivolous, how- 
ever. They were rehearsing the 
radio show for the next week. 

“We have a weekly feature on 
WEW each. Wednesday,” McClain 


said, “and the girls get valuable 
experience there. There’s no such 
thing as mike fright among them, 
One of our big difficulties was 
teaching them to pull their high- 
pitched voices down, but outdoor 
work helped that.” 

The rehearsal continued, a do- 
mestic skit, written by a student 
of Dr. McClain’s winter class, con- 
cerning closet cleaning and the 
family dog that refused to budge 
from under the bed. High point of 
the play was the dog, one of the 
sound effects girls who barked, 
yipped and whined with realism. 

“Your growl isn’t so good,” Mc- 
Clain commented, “but your bark 


is fine.” 

A portabie microphone followed 
and then the radio group joined 

the others who were working under 

the instructions of Miss Peggy 

Chamberlain, the dance instructor, 

outside, 

“This is a rehearsal for the orig- 
inal cavalcade we're presenting, 
free of charge to our public, at the 
close of school. It’s entitled ‘From 
War to War’ and is a history of 
Webster College’s 25 years, partic- 
ularly the drama department’s. The 
girls will design and make scenery 
and costumes for it and it will be 
a pageant of our own history be- 
tween the wars. For instance, in 
our first year we presented “The 
Drawing of the Sword,’ a patriotic 
play during the last war.- The fol- 
lowing year civic bodies put in on 
but we were the first, so we'll re- 
vive part of that. Then since Web- 
ster is noted for its productions of 
Greek drama we're doing a scene 
from Antigone with a Greek 
chorus.”

At the moment, the Greek chorus, 
sprawled on the grass, was inton- 
ing the chant used in place of music 
while other girls danced to it. 


“We follow that with an episode 
about the summer work here, then 
some Shakespeare. In the last 
war, you know, we used to enter- 
tain the doughboys at Webster sta- 
tion. They'd sit there between 
train times and enjoy Shakespeare, 
strange as it seems. That started 
us giving Shakespearean plays, and 
we've given Midsummer Night’s 
Dream, Taming of the Shrew, 
Romeo and Juliet, Merchant of 
Venice—we h&ve several wonder- 
ful Shylocks. Another thing we 
did was revive pilgrimages to the 
statue of Shakespeare in Tower 
Grove Park. It was the custom 
years ago for visiting actors and

“Now we want you to express 
your emotions, break through your 
shells, lose those poker faces,” Mc- 
Clain exhorted. “Sylvia, let’s sup- 
pose you’re that little Japanese girl 
chasing the butterfly, a little girl 
of 5 or 6. You finally catch it but 
accidentally smash it and that 
makes you very sad. I want to see 
you water the. grass with your 
tears.” 

Sylvia did a pantomime of the 
little Japanese girl, chasing, catch- 
ing, smashing. Her tears must 
have watered the grass; they 
brought a teaf to ye correspondent’s 
eye, and spontaneous applause from 
her audience.

Expert Gives 
His Views*On 
Bridge Hand

éé EAR MR. CULBERTSON: 
D The following rather inter- 
esting hand brought about 
considerable discussion, and we 
should like to have you settle a few 
of the disputed points for us. 
“West, dealer. 
“Neither side vulnerable. 
4 KQ10 
¥ AT 
@AKQ10743 
& 9 
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“The bidding 
West North 
Pass 1 diamond 
Pass 3 diamonds(2) 
Pass 7 diamonds(4) 
Pass 

“AS you see, East held four dia- 
monds to the jack, and the queen of 
clubs was a_ doubleton, making 
seven clubs or seven no trump cold. 

“(1) North questioned the jump 

response without adequate support 
in diamonds, since a two club bid 
would have been forcing for one 
round and could be followed if 
necessary by a force on the follow- 
ing round. North might conceiv- 
ably have held: 
@xx OYKQJx @KQIJxxx gx 
which would have been a sound 
non-vulnerable opening, and game 
would be impossible in any con- 
tract if clubs failed to break 

“(2) Lacking support in clubs, 
North made a minimum response 
until he received further informa- 
tion from South, 

“(3) Since diamonds was the only 
suit rebid, North maintains a four 
no trump response at this point 
establishes diamonds as the suit 
and assures adequate trump sup- 
port, even had there been any doubt 
of it in the origina! jump take- 
out, 


“(4) At this point South insists 
the correct response is five no 
trump since a seven diamond bid 
shuts out a seven club bid. North, 
while admitting that five no trump 
would be correct, contends ihat the 
four no trump showing the ace-king 
of clubs and ace of spades pro- 
vides a discard on the club king 
for the only apparent loser in the 
hand, the small heart, and that 
whatever response South would 
make to a five no trump bid, he 
would go to seven diamonds, so 
there was no object in making 
that bid, Since this hand was at 
rubber bridge, without a warning 
from South of unfavorable distri- 
bution, and with 106 honors in 
diamonds, there was no advantage 
in a seven no trump cortract. What 
say you?—D. W., Wis.” 

This is just one more argument 
based largely on a misapprehen- 
sion. Because the diamond jack 
could not be captured and the 
club queen could be, the partners 
have jumped to the conclusion 
that seven clubs would have been 
the better contract. The table of 
probabilities does not agree with 
this notion. Actually it was about 
seven to three that the diamond 
suit wouldjrun without loss, = here- 
as there was only a 50-50 chance 
of shutting out the club queen, 

As to the specific arguments for 
and against each bid, well, the fair- 
est thing to say is that every one 
of them was persuasive, It is true 
that a jump take-out usually con- 
notes a “fit” for partner’s suit. but 
in this case South hardly can be 
blamed for attaching great value 
to his own eight card club suit and 
spade ace. He shaded the technical 
requirements for his jump take 
out, but lonly by a “plus value.” 
After the tree club bid, the cther 
bids had to™fallow more or less 
automatically. Novth’s reason for 
“skipping” the technical response 
to the four no trump bid carries 
unimpeachable logic and, all in all, 
the partners should consider them- 
selves more the victims of a malign 
fate than of their own ineptitude.
